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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to clainns 1-16, the applicant 
alleges on pages 3 and 4 of the current response that the prior art neither discloses, teaches or suggests where to place the speech 
speed conversion unit as taught by Nejime; the examiner respectfully disagrees. In particular, the specification of Nejime clearly 
indicates that the speech speed conversion unit bodily contains controls for adjusting the time compression and decompression 
amounts. See column 32, lines 55-52. Furthermore, Nejime teaches that the listener (i.e. party colocated with a near-end telephone and 
speech speed conversion unit) operates these controls so that they can hear reduced speed speech while leaving their speech 
unaffected. In this way, it is clear that the speech speed processing of Nejime is to be applied to an incoming speaker signal of the 
listener and that the listener's speech signal is to remain unaffected. See column 32, lines 28-33. As all the applicant's arugments have 
been shown to be unpersuasive, the rejections of claims 1-16 are maintained. 
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
